[RECONSTRUCTION !

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE O
FIFTEEN!

Wasimgarox June 10, 1866,
Simaltmeons  with  the trinmphant
pussige of the joint resolution proposing
the new or XVth Article of the Consti-
tution of the United Stntes, by the vote
of more than"twosthivds of the Senate,
Hon. Wm, Pit Fussenden, of Maine,
chnirman of the Senate branch of the
Committee on IRsconstraetion, on Fris
day last presented the report of the las
hors of himself and his colleagues. from
tho time of their appointment, on the
13th of Doecember, 1863. Nearly »ix
months, within a few days, have been
given to an investigation into questions,
the disposition of which, as the commit-
tee wells says, “involves the welfare of
the Republic in all tature time ;" and he
who carefully reads their statement will
be impressed with the madness and'tolly
of the men who sxpected such a work to
be hastily aczomplished, and who de-
mand tnat tho recent rebels shall be ad=
mitted wto the councils of the nation in
contempt of the lacts and arguments
here so clearly and  powertully set forth.
Considering this atatement, side by mdoe
with the proposed amendment ot the
National Constitution, we are startled at
the andacity which overlooked reasoning
that onght to have been instincively sug.
gosted to all patriotic minds, We seo
gew cause for gratitude to Congrese for
their heroie constanoy and  philosophic
inguiry, and new cause for wonder that
tha President should have discarded con-
siderations ot such awlul weightand
signiicanco, As you have properly
published the full report, your readers
bave had time to paruse and ponder it.
No State paper singe the last speech of
Mr. Lincoln, on the 11th of April, 1863,
will exert a wider influencen fixing firm.
ar the foundations of republican liberty,
and in dispelling the maretricions falae-
hoods of reckless politicians.

It was incompleta and unsatisfactory.
Authentieated vopies of the constitutions
and ordinances adopted by the conven=
tions 1n three of the States had been
submitted ; extracls Irom newspapers
furnished scanty information ns to the
action ol one other State, and nothing
appears Lo have been  communicated s
to the remuainder.  There way no evi-
denece of the loyalty of those who partic-
ipated in these  conventions, and inone
State alone was any proposition made to
anbmit the action of the conventions to
the foul julgment of the people.

Thus treated by the Executive, the
committee was cowpelled to act for
itaelt: .

Failing to obtain the desired informas
tion, and lefl to prope for light wherever
it might be found, your commitiee did
not deen it either advisable or safu to
adopt, without further examination, the
suggestions of the: Presidunt, more espo
claly as he had not deemed it expedia
ent to remove the force, Lo suspend mar~
tinl law, or tb restore the writ of futbeas
eorpus, but stll - thought 1t neeessary ta
exercize over the people of the rebellions

JSaught  aqaind the

States his military  powsr  and jurisdie-
tion. This conclnsion durived greater
forew from the fiet, undisputed, that in |
all those Sta:oes, excapt Teunesses, and
perliaps Avkansas, the elections which
were held for  Siate, officers and mems
bars of Congress had resulied almost uni
veraally in the defent of eandidutes who
hind boen true to the Union, and i the
eloction of notorions and unpardoned
rebels—men who eoulil not (ake the
preseribed oath ot office, and who mude
no seeret of  their hostility to the Gov~
ernsent and  the people of the United
Stites,

Undor these ¢ivenmstances anything
like hasty nction would have been as
dangoerons s it was obivionsly nnwise
[tappeared to your committes that hut |
one conras remained, viz: Lo investigate |
earelully and thoroughly the atate ot
feeling and opinion existing among the
peoplo of these States ; 10 aseertain how
tar their pretended loyalty could be re-
lied npon, and thenee to infer whether it
wonld he safo to admit them at once to
o fnll participaticn in the Gaovernment
they had fonght four years to destroy,
It was an equally important inquiry
whether their restoration  to  their fors
mer relations with the United States
should only be granted upon certain
aonditions avd guarantees, which would
effectunlly seenre the nation ngainst a re
carrence of evilaso digastrons as those
from whioh 1t had esvaped at #o enors
mous a sacrifice.

Ou the Prosidential praject of admits
ting such persons into Congress.

It is moreover vontended, nnd with

It thisis indeed true, then is
the Government of the Umted Stales
powerless for ils own protection, and
fagrant rebellion varried to the extreme
of ¢ivii war is o pastime which any Sgnte
may play at, not only certain that it ean
lose nothing, rn _any eveut, but may be
the gainer by detent, If rebellion sucs
gecds, it nccomplishes its purpose and
destroys the Government.

When tho tundamental subjest of rops
resenation itaclfis reachad, the logic of
the report 18 eloquent and unanswera-
ble :

The exerciso of representation necess
sarily resulting from the abolition of slas
very, was considered the most important
element in the questions arising out of
the changed condition of affiiirs, and the
necessity for some fuudamental action in
this regard seemed imporative. It ape
peated to your committee that the rights
of thuse persons, by whom the basis of
representation hiad been thus inerensed
should be recognized by the General
Government.  While slaves they were
not considerel as having any rights,
eivil or polivieal, Tt did  not seom just
or praper that all the political advantaqes
derived grom their becom ing free should be
confined to their former masters, who had
Union o withheld
from themselves,  who  Jaed always been
loyal.  Slavery, by building up aruling
und dommatelass, had produced wapir.
iv ot oligarchy adverse to republican in
stitutions, which finally inauguratd eivs
il war, The tendency of vontinuing the

tdomination of such aclass by leaving it

in the exclusive posse-eion of politieal
power would be to encourage the same
gpirit. and lead to o similur result —
Doubts were entertained whether Con-
gress had power, eyen under the amend.
el Constitution, to preseribe the qualifls
entions of votera in a State, or could ast
directly on the subject, It was doubtful
in the opinion of your committee wheth.
er the Statea wonld consent to sarrendor
a power they had always exercised, and
to which they were attached.  Ag the
best, nou the only method of surmonnts
ing all dificulty, and a8 eminently just

l:uul proper i ivult, your commitiee

comes to the eonclusion that political
power  shonhl be puoss gsed o all thie
Stutes exuetly in proportion as the right
of  suflinge  should be geonted witheuy
distinetion of eolor or raee.  This, it
was thomyg t, would leave the whole
question with the people of each State,
holding out to all the advantages of in-
creasud  politiesl  power, g an induces
ment toallow all to participate inits
exercise.  Suchoa proposition would be
1 its nature gentle nnd persaasive, and
would tend, it is hoped, at  np distant
day, to an equal participation ot all,
withont distinetion, 1n all the rights acd
privileges of citizenship, thus affording
afull aud adeguate protection to all
vlasses ol vitizens, since we wonll have,
througli the  ballot box, the powerof
selt protection.

Holding these views, your connittee
preparved an amendment to the Constis
tution, o ewrry out this iden, nsnd subs
mitted the same to Congress,  Unfortn
nately, a8 we think, it did not receive
the necessary  oonstitutional support in
the Senate, and therefore counld not be

rcposed tor adoption by the States —
I'he principal volyed in that amend-
ment is, however, believed to be sound,
and your committee haveagain proposed
it in another form, hoping that it may
receive the approbation of Congress,

1t must not be forgotten that the Pres
ident's poliey against all amendments
of the National Canstitution is, in fact,
intended to leave the authors of the re~
bellion with greater power, becauso of
the acts ot emancipation and the incor-
poration into the body of the population
of thapersons heretotore called slaves!
How the people of the insurrectionary
States responded to the President’s ap»
poals, and how ready they are for imme-
diate ndmission’ 1uto Congress, the comn
mitteo explaing s

So far a6 the disposition of tho poople
of the insurrectionary States and the
probability of théir adopting monsures
conforming to the changed condition ot
aftairs can be inferred from the papers
eubmitted by the Presideut as the hasis
of his action, the prospects are fur from
encouraging It appears quite elear that
the antisslavery - amendments, bath to the
State and Federalconstitutions, were adopt
ed with reluctance by the bodies which did
adopt them; and in some States they have
been cither pawed by in silence or rejected
The language ot all the provisions and
ordiunnces of the States on the subject
amoants to nothing more than an uns
willing admission of an nowelcome truth.
As tothe ordintneeof scovssion, it 18 in
some cases declqred null and void,” and
in othors simply “repealed)’ and in no
case nn a refutation of this deadly heresy
considered werthy of aplace in the new
constitutio s,

If, an the President nssumes, these
insurrectionary States wore, ab the elosé
of the war, wholly without Stale govern-
ments, it would seem that before being

T ald

this shiould be done. A vonvention to
trame a form ot governmont should be
nssembled under compatent zuthority.—
Ordinarilv this authority emanatea trom
Congrress, but under the peculiar ciroum
stances your evmmittee is not disposed
to uriticise the President's nction in as-
suming the powsr excrcised by him in
this 1egard,

The oconvention, when aseembled,
should frame a constitution of governs
ment, which dhionld be snbmitted to the
people for adoptions It adopted, a
Legislature should be convened to pass
the laws necessary Lo earry it into affeot.
When a State thus orgamzed claims
representation in Congreay, the elaction
of ropresontatives should bo provided
for by law in accordance with the laws
of Congress regulating represontation,
and the proof that the netion taken haa
been in contormity to law should be
submitted to Congross

In no case baye these essential prelimi
nary steps been tnken, The conventions
assembled seem to have assamad that the
Constitution which had been repudinted
and overthhown was still in existence
and operative to constitute the states
members of the Uplon, and to have
vontented themavlves with such amends
ments a8 they were ioformed were
reqnisite in order to insure their return
to an immediaste participation in the
Government of the United States.  And
without waiting to aseertain whether the
people they represanted  would adopt
even the proposed amendments, they at
once called ewetions of Representatives
to Congress in nearly all instances bef'ire
an Kxeentive had been chosen: to issue
vertifientes of election under the Stata
laws, and such elections s were held
were ordered by the conventions, In
one instance at least the writs of election
ware gigned by the provisional governor,
Glaring irregularity and unwarranted
assump.ions of power are manitest in
suveral cases, particalarly in South
Carolina, whero the convention, although
dighanded by the proyisional governor
on the gronnd that 1t was a revolutionary
body, nsswmed to direct the State,

The reportinsists, with startling foroe,
that the insnrgent Statea

—ghould exhihit in thew ae's something
more than anwilling sabnission to an
unavoiduble neeessitysa feehng, it not
cheortul, cortainly  not oftunsive and
definnt, and should evinee an entire
repudiition of sl hostility to the General
Goyernment by an acceptanve of aygh
just and favorably conditions as that
Government shoulil thivk the publio
aatety demands.  Ilas this been lonel—
Let us luok at the ficts shown by the
evidenca  taken by the committon.—
Hardly had the war closed botore the
people of these insurrectionary Stutes
gome fwrward and hastily elaim as nright
the privilegu of pacticipating at once in
that Government which thay hal for
four years been fighting to overthrow,

Allowed  and  gnconraged by the
Executiveto organize stile governments,
they at once plwe in power leading
rebels, unrepentant and  unpardoned,
exeluding with contempt those who had
manitested au attachment to the Union,
and prefernng in many instances those
who had rendered themselves the most
obnoxious, In the fuce of the law
requiring an oath whivh wonld necces.
garily exclude all such men from federal
oflice, they elect with very few excep-
tionans Senators and Reprosantatives in
Congress, men who had netively partioi-
pated in the rebellion, insultingly de-
nouneing the law as unconstitutional.

It is omwly nccessary to mstance the
election to the Sennteof the late Viee
President of the Confedernoy, A mun
who, against his ewn declared convies
tions, had lant nll the weight of his ack-
nowledged ability and of his influence
ns nmost promincnt public man o the
causes of the vebollion, and who, unpars
doned rebel as ho is, with that oath
staring him in the fice, had the assurs
ance to lay their eredentials on the table
of the Senate.  Other rebels of searcely
lews note or notority were selected from
other quarters Prolessing no repen
tance, glorying apparently in the erime
they had committed, avowing still, as
the uncontradivted testimony of My.—
Stephensand many otliors proves, an
udherence to tho pernicious doetrine of
gecession, and declaring thut they yielded
only to mnecessity, they insist with
unanimous voico upon their rights os
States, and proclaim that they will submit
tono conditions whatever preliminary
to thair resamption of power under that
Constitution which they still claim the
right to repudinte,
